Missile School 
Adds 83 ‘Hawk’ 
Instructors 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.—The Army 
Ordnance Guided Missile School is 
adding 83 imstructors to its faculty 
in preparation for resident courses 
in the new Hawk ir mis- 
sile system, Col. H. S. Newhall, 
commandant, announced. The new 
courses will begin early in 1959. 

The Hawk gets its name from 
the initials of a “Homing All the 
Way Killer” radar mechanism that 
enables it to detect and destroy 
low-flying aircraft out of conven- 
tional radar range. It uses a solid

5 Posts Scheduled to Get 
Newest Personnel Carrier 


WASHINGTON. — The ake 
new aluminum armored personnel 
carrier (the T113) will be flown to 
at least five posts directly from the 
manufacturer's plant to undergo 
user tests. 

The T113 was first unveiled last 
spring at Fort Knox, Ky.. It is one 

of the major items the Army plans 

to buy this year in its program te 
modernize the equipment of pen- 
tomic divisions. So far, no contract 
for production quantities of the 
T1183 have been let. 

The T113, in two versions, has ap- 
parently been selected over the all- 
steel T114. The two versions are 
the T113 El and T113 E2. The E2 
version has thicker armor and 
therefore greater weight. 

The T113 is scheduled to replace 
the M59. It will be less than half 
the weight and will have a much 
lower silhouette. The M59 weighs 
about 42,000 pounds compared to 
the 17,000 pounds of the T113 El. 
The E2 weighs a little more.

Wolters Copter

Figures Say 
Parachuting 
Is Safe Hobby 


FORT BRAGG, N. C. — Figures 
released this week to the Parachute 
Club of America by a spokesman 
for the Fort Bragg sport parachut- 
ing program added up to some in- 
teresting facts on parachute safety. 

Sport parachuting, authorized by 
Department of The Army for troop 
participation last April, has gained 
momentum at the “Home of The 
Airborne” with the formation of 
three- sport parachute clubs. Two 
clubs, the 77th Special Forces (Air- 
borne) and the 82d Airborne Div. 
were formed Apr. 11. A third club, 
sponsored by XVIII Airborne Corps, 
was organized July 26. 

During this period some 1761 
jumps have been made by 125 
jumpers, most being trainees in 
the “sky-diving” game. Only two 
minor injuries have resulted 
from these jumps. 

Membership in the clubs has not 
been limited to military para- 
chutists. Two non-airborne men 
have recently completed a rigorous 
training program and are now 
“sports parachutists.” The program, 
guided by 19 class “C” licensees, 
includes parachute packing, para- 
chute landing falls and manipula- 
tion of the chute during descent.

They used modeling clay 
for swelling, petroleum jelly and 
clear plastic cement for blisters, 
sponges and red-dyed petroleum 
jelly for fiesh, balloons for ex- 
posed viscera, charcoal and grease- 
paint for coloring and a mixture 
of water, cornstarch and vegetable 
dye for blood. 

Patients were carefully coached 
to groan, grimace and react ap- 
propriately for their simulated 
wounds. And for a final touch of 
realism they were equipped with 
a concealed rubber bulb and piece 
of tubing which they used to make 
“blood” spurt from their “wounds.” 

The hospital executive officer, 
Col. John G. Morris Jr., said, “The 
realism was terrific and the acting 
by the patients was very well done.” 

Almost 100 patients were re- 
ceived during “Fire Drill’s” two- 
hour duration. As the victims were 
brought in they were examined by 
Col. Philip A. Bergman, chief of 
surgical and professional service, 
and Lt. Col. George R. Dashiel Jr., 
deputy post surgeon.

MH Winner Escapes Death 
As Flash Flood Hits Auto 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.— 
Quick thinking and a deep breath 
saved a Medal of Honor winner's 
life 20 September during a flash 
flood.

Bolton took a deep breath 
as water reached his chin. A sec- 
ond later the water was above his 
head. 

Holding his breath, he opened 
ihe left front window, feached out 
and felt mud. This avenue of es- 
cape sealed off, he reached over 





and opened the other front win- 
dow and got out of the’ car.

WHEN he reached the surface, 
Col. Bolton was about 170 feet 
from the road. The current took 
him about 50 yards downstream be- 
fore he was able to grab a limb 
and hold on. 

Waiting until he had recovered 
strength, Bolton then swam toward 
higher ground, about 50 feet away. 
His hand struck a barbed wire 
fence and cut his second and third 
fingers to the bone. 

After reaching land, he walked 
back to the road and later returned 
home in a taxi. 

Bolton won the Medal of Honor 
in Holland during War II. He also 
wears the Silver Star, the Bronze 
Star Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster, 
and the Purple Heart with Cluster.

Pension Plans 


Now that the conventions are over, the 





nation’s major veteran organization will turn ' 


their attention to preparing legislative re- 
quests to put before the next Congress. 
These requests will be based largely on reso- 
lutions passed at the conventions and then 
studied and possibly re-worked by the 
group’s executive committees and legislative 
departments. 


Congress almost always giyes a favorable 
reception to recommendations to improve the 
Veterans Administration hospital program 
and to adjust pay scales for veterans with 
service-incurred injuries. 


But when the veterans groups unroll 
their plans for pensions and bonuses they 
often run into stiff opposition, both in and 
out of Congress. With a large budget deficit 
in view, the veteran groups can expect even 
more'criticism than usual in the next Con- 
gress, unless their pension proposals are 
realistic and justifiable. 


Judging by convention resolutions, the 
American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and Amvets agree on at. least one point— 
there is a definite need for liberalizing the 
income limits on pension payments. Under 
the present program, a single pensioner can- 
not earn more than $1400 a year and a pen- 
sioner with one or more dependents is lim- 
ited to $2700. A hike in the income limits 
is desirable, especially in view of the con- 
tinuing inflation. 


The VFW also recommended a graduated 
income scale for pension eligibility. If work- 
able, this would be a good idea. 


As matters stand now, a veteran who 
makes one dollar more than the limit gets 
nothing, while an ex-serviceman who makes 
one dollar less than the limit receives the 
full pension, 

This “all or nothing” convept hardly 
seems fair. It also stifles the initiative of 
those pensioners. who might be able to earn 
a small amount more than the income limit. 


Both the Legion and VFW called for an 


increase in actual pension payments. This 
is an area which undoubtedly will get a long 
look from lawmakers before any final action 


is taken. 

The government's budget for veterans is 
near the $5 billion mark and it constitutes 
one of the largest non-military federal ex- 
penditures. Social security and other gen- 
eral welfare programs are constantly ex- 
panding and persons feel that ex-servicemen 
with disabilities not connected with their 
service should be covered by these programs 
whenever possible. For this reason, veteran 
groups appearing before Congress to ask for 
pension hikes certainly would be _ well- 
advised to have their arguments completely 
documented. 

At its convention, Amvets urged that 
steps be taken to insure that the pension 
program is operated on a “realistic need” 
» basis. 

Need has always been the real reason for 
the existence of the pension program. No 
one wants to see any ex-serviceman reduced 
to the point where he must walk the streets 
begging handouts. However, when the need 
factor is ignored or circumvented, the whole 
philosophy of non-service-connected pensions 
is thrown open to criticism as a “giveaway.” 

Under its present rules, the program is 
not a giveaway, but it will be exactly that 
if those who advocate an automatic pension 
without disability and income requirements 
get their way.

Aside from the individual and personal 
objections to the new stripes system, 
voiced by many readers, there is another 
aspect which conceivably can have great 
and lasting derogatory effect on the Army 
as a whole. 

The Army, along with the other armed 
services, has now been authorized two 
new, additional pay grades, generally re- 
ferred to as “supergrades.” The other 
services have all seen fit to identify the 
future holders of these two new grades 
with new and distinctive insignia, which 
will be readily recognizable as different. 

The new insignia of increased rank will 
soon, if not already, start blossoming forth 
on the sleeves of many airmen, sailors and 
marines, which will immediately set them 
apart, particularly in the eyes of the pub- 
lic, as the holders of such increased rank 
and “supergrades.” 

On the other hand, the Army has 
chosen to not only downgrade a vast ma- 
pority of its NCO corps, by taking stripes 
away from presently held chevrons (vir- 
tually the only outward and visible mark 
of achievement of the enlisted man in the 
eyes of the general public), but has failed 
to provide new and distinctive insignia for 
the increased rank of the new “super- 
grades.” Instead, it has elected to use old, 
existing insignia, which for years has de- 
noted lesser grades than the new author- 
ized “supergrades.” 

~ . 

CAN YOU IMAGINE any business com- 
ing up with a new or improved product, 
who would put such a product in the same 
old package it had been using for years, 
rather than in a new and distin¢tive one? 
This would be “sales suicide” as far as 
boosting the new product is concerned, 
since virtually no one would recognize the 
fact that “something new has been added.” 

Here is another prime example of the 
Army’s semingly complete disregard for 
the public relations effects of so many 
of its official actions. 

Already the proverbial “red-headed 
step-child” of the armed services, largely 
as a result of the complacent lackadaisical 
and oft-times fear-ridden attitude’ of its 


leaders toward effective public informa- 
tion and public relations efforts, as com- 
pared with the other services, the Army 
is now hammering another rung for itself 
on the bottom of the ladder in this busi- 
ness of public prestige, recognition and 
appeal, with this “new system.” 

The result, for some years to come, will 
be that the majority of civilians will un- 
doubtedly be led to believe that the two 
new “supergrades” are exclusive boons to 
members of the Air Force, Navy and ma- 
rines — but not the Army. After all, they 
can “see” that Sgt. Jones of the Air Force, 
or Chief Brown of the Navy, has been pro- 
moted — they wear new, different and 
distinctive chevrons. : 

They can also “see” that Sgt. Smith of 
the Army has_been wearing the very same 
chevrons for the past eight years. Obvious- 
ly, he couldn’t have been promoted. (Sgt. 
Smith is an E-9, but how can anybody 
tell?)

DO I HEAR a small voice from the 
Pentagon saying. “But this won’t happen 
— the public will learn and know?” Well, 
maybe. However, from my personal ob- 
servations during several recent years as 
an Army recruiter, I don’t think so! I 
say this because of some of the amazing 
and glaring public misconceptions that I 
have seen. 

A case in point is the appalling number 
of American citizens who believe, and will 
stand up and argue, that members of the 
other services.receive greater pay than 
their counterparts in the Army. Others 
will insist that the ONLY persons who vol- 
unteer for military service go either into 
the Air Force or the Navy; in other words, 
the Army must be composed of nothing 
but conscriptees. There are many other 
misconceptions too numerous to relate 
here, just as seemingly ridiculous and im- 
possible. 

Now, don’t think for one moment that 
the recruiters of the other services hadn’t 
made capital of these great and popular 
misconceptions — and won’t make capital 
of this new one which is bound te crop up 
concerning the new “supergrades.”

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Army’s Great Need 
Is Good Publicity 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.: Amongst 
all the hollering about cut-backs in 
Army funds, I doubt if anyone has 
given thought to the true reason. 
Looking at our sister services, the 
Air Force, Navy and Marines, it 
will be noted that they have an 
all-out program for one item which 
is not used to any great extent by 
the Army: PUBLICITY. 

What has publicity to do with 
cut-back of funds? Look at it this 
way: A politician coming up for 
re-election stomps around the 
country attempting to meet as many 
people as possible, spending money 
with a free hand, sticking his mug 
on every TV and radio network 
that will accept him, placing long 
and weary “platforms” in local 
papers, and making long-winded 
speeches to. anyone that will listen. 
The gross result: publicity. The 
net result: election to office. Why? 
Because when people of his area 
think of a man for that office, he 
is the first one they think of. His 
name becomes synonymous with the 
office he is running for. 

As an Army recruiter trained in 
publicity, it is apparent that the 
Army has lost a great advantage by 
not using the wonderful opportun- 
ities available to keep the Army 
in the eyes of the public (and the 
politicians who control ouremoney). 

As an example, how many times 
on TV programs have you seen an 
Army man (in uniform) among the 
contestants? Now, how many times 
can you recall a Navy man, airman, 
or a marine? I'll lay odds that the 
other services have had twice as 
many as any othe:s from the Army. 

Further, I’ll venture to say that 
these men in sailor uniforms, ma- 
rine uniforms and airman uniforms 
are all part of an organized pub- 
licity campaign. This is something 
that the Army lacks and has great 
need for. 

Only an Army recruiter is aware 
of the great number of persons 
still under the impression that the 
Army is nothing more than an or- 
ganized group of infantrymen. I am 
not necessarily referring to young 
men of military age, but of their 
parents and brothers who saw 
Army service during the second 
world war. 

These are the people who influ- 
ence the young men now ready to

27 or more years of active federal 
service will be retained in the con- 
tinental United States or territory 
0. residence, provided they are 
otherwise eligible to remain on ac- 
tive duty.” 

In effect then, the new policy is 
that all those now stabilized or who 
make 20 years before 30 June 1959 
will be able to remain in the states 
after 20 years (if in grades E-5 
‘through E-7) until they retire, un- 
less they accept a promotion to E- 
8 or E-9. 

Officials said they would not 
have to accept promotion if offer- 
ed. Thus they can maintain stabili- 
zation at the cost of the higher pay. 
They will also have to give up a 
rocker after 30 June 1962, when the 
new insignia system goes into ef- 
fect. 

Those now stabilized or who 
achieve it by 30 June 1959 and ac- 
cept a promotion to E-8 or E-9 will 
become vulnerable to oversea as- 
signment on a name basis on 1 
July 1960. 

Except for those already stabiliz- 
ed and the one-year extension for 
E-8’s and E-9’s with 20 or more 
years’ service before 30 June 1959, 
stabilization will apply only to men 
with more than 27 years’ active fed- 
eral service. 

* . ” 

OFFICIALS said that E-8’s and 
E-9’s might be stabilized if their 
continued service with a particular 
unit or at a particular post were in 
the best interests of the Army. 

The Army Fact Sheet gave this 
explanation for the abandonment 
of the 20-year stabilization policy: 

“The Army has found it increas- 
ingly difficult to meet the needs of 
oversea commanders for upper- 
three-grade personnel in specific 
grades and MOS’s. A great many 
men who entered the Army dur- 
ing World War II are nearing the 
20-year point in their service. The 
CONUS stabilization of these in- 
creased numbers would soon ren- 
der the Army incapable of support- 
ing oversea requirements .. . 
few years from now, in other 
words, a great majority of the 
Army’s most experienced | and 
skilled men would no longer be 
available for important assign- 
ments overseas.” 

Officials said that the only men 
with more than 20 years service 
now overseas were in USAFEUR. 
All of these men have 21 or 22 
years — none higher.

ABOUT 7900 men now in grades 
E-5 through E-8 have more than 
20 years’ service. This number 
will increase by 3500 this year. 
With retirements, at 20 years and 
up to 30, by 30 June 1959, there 
will still be about 7900 men in this 


category. 
Beginning next year, the num- 
ber who would have achieved 


stabilization would increase by 300, 
the following year by 1500, in 1962 
by 4000, in 1963 by another 4000, 
and in 1964 by 6600, so that in

Detailed Army regulations to 
hand out pro pay to Regulars are 
now being reviewed by DOD and 
will be “expedited,” Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense Charles C. 
Finucane assured. 

It was not known when the 
Army would be able actually to 
make out the first $30-a-month pro 
pay checks. However, the Army 
said it expected to announce full 
details next week, together with 
a list of MOS’s where pro pay will 
be authorized and the exact num- 
bers for each MOS. These will be 
published in Army Times as they 
become available. 

A DOD spokesman declared that 
he expected the entire pro pay plan 
to be “really rolling along” in all 
branches of the military by 1 
January. 

+ * . 

ULTIMATELY, Army pro pay 
will be tied into the new Enlisted 
Evaluation System (EES) now be- 
ing set up under the new Enlisted 
Management Program (EMP). The 
long-awaited EMP announcement 
also was made this week. (See 
Page 1 story). 

However, EES tests won’t start 
until after 1 January and the Army 
is going to give at least 60 to 90- 
day notices of the tests. Asked (1) 
if this would not delay pro pay and 
(2) whether Army morale might 
not be hurt if other branches of the 
services beat the Army to handing 
out extra pay checks, Generai 
Porter disclosed: 

“We have an interim plan.” 

He would not disclose details, 
but again he insisted:

IN THE EMP announcement, the 
Army declared pro pay will not be 
limited to a few selected MOSs “but 
will be provided in varying num- 
bers to all three-digit MOSs which 
are authorized in grade E4 and 
above.”

the criticality of the MOS.”

DOD said that a total of approxi- 
mately 80,000 NCOs in all branches 
of the armed forces would receive 
pro pay at the $20-a-month rate in 
the current fiscal year.

“As the number of stabilized in- 
dividuals increases, frequency of 
oversea service must increase for 
every soldier not yet eligible for 
stabilization.

TOTAL COST during the re- 
mainder of fiscal 59 was estimated 
at $13 millions, of which three to 
four millions will go inte-Army 
checks.

HOWEVER, none of the services 
hoped to get that much. All of 
the services, including the Army, 
had recommended to DOD that the 
P-1 rate be set at $35 ang the P-2 
rates at $70 a month. No recom- 
mendations were made for P-3, 
since a man has to be in a previous 
Pro-Pay category for six months 
before he can step up higher. 

DOD sent the recommendations 
to the Budget Bureau where the 
services, in effect, got kicked in 
the teeth. The Budget Bureau cut 
the amount for P-1 back to $30 
and refused to give the okay to 
start the P-2 phase until it is seen 
how the P-1 proposal works out 
during the remainder of -the fiscal 
year. 

A DOD spokesman said it will 
be some,time before any plans are 
announced for P-2 or P-3 for the 
1960 fiscal year. He said it would 
depend on how the P-1 program 
works out.

THIS DOD spokesman said all 
of the Army’s pro pay would be 
limited to those with “critical 
skills.” Some of the other serv- 
ices made plans, he said, to give 
pro pay to personnel in adminis- 
trative skills on the basis of out- 
standing performances. 

For instance, the Navy set aside 
some 400 P-1 berths for those with 
broad service skills, such as food 
service NCOs, commissary workers 
and even for 20 of its outstanding 
musicians. 

It also was stated that the Army 
has no plans during the first part 
of the program to give pro-pay to 
the new E-8s or E-9s, although fhe 
Air Force may give pro-pay to 
some of its E-8s on the first go 
around. 

The problem of “transition pay,” 
or what happens to a man when 
he gets promoted, was solved un- 
der the DOD directive in simple 
fashion. A man drawing pro-pay 
will be allowed to keep drawing it 
when promoted for 12 months or 
less, or until he can be evaluated 
again. He also will continue to 
draw pro-pay while going to schoo! 
for training in critical jobs.

HE WILL continue to draw pro 
pay in his new promotion if his 
new evaluation decides he is extra 
proficient in his new job as he was 
in his old one. However, he could 
be cut off from pro pay if the new 
evaluation should decide he did 
not meet the new standards, 

In announcing the final approval 
of the pro pay program, DOD Sec- 
retary Neil H. McElroy explained 
it was designed to “improve reten- 
tion of specially proficient enlisted 
personnel, primarily in_ critical 
skills.”

“Over 90 percent of the pay-

THE SYSTEM is an outgrowth 
of one of the recommendations of 
the Advisory Committee on Pro- 
fessional and Technical Compensa- 
tion of which Ralph J. Cordiner 
was chairman.

The military hopes to phase in 
the entire program over a four- 
year period, including the current 
fiscal year. Ultimately it is hoped 
to have at least 15 percent of the 
enlisted strength of the services

Under the law, it is possible to 
give as much as 15 percent of pro 
pay ratings to non critical skill 
jobs whére a man shows/outstand- 
ing performance. However, in the 
first awards it will work out to 
10 percent for such men, and 90 
percent to-those with the critical 
skills or combat specialists.

OF THE 80,000 P-1 ratings this 
fiscal year, approximately 48,000 
will go to NCOs in sueh specialties 
as electronics, radaf, radio and 
guided missiles and both operators 
and maintenance men in those jobs 
will be included. 

About 13,000 ratings will go te 
those with ground combat skills. 
Another 11,000 ratings will be 
given to mechanics and repairmen 
in electrical skills and communica- 
tions.

Just over 1,000 ratings will be 
granted men with craft skills, 
mainly to Navy gun crews and 
signalmen.

THE NAVY also reserved about 
400 spots for men in service skills 
such as in the food service and 
the few musicians mentioned 
earlier in this article.

Assistant Secretary Finucane, in 
his comments on pro pay, said:

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MOS Test to Count

people are involved, some methods (whether good, bad, or 


indifferent) must be used to 
needs. 

Generally speaking, ‘personnel 
management” is the term applied 
to all actions which are taken 
about people, This term includes 
recruitment, classification, training, 
evaluation, promotion, pay, disci- 
pline, transfers, leaves, retirement, 
and many other functions. 

You know that there are rules 
and regulations covering each of 
these. You have heard the term 
“system” applied to many of these 
activities, such as the Classification 
System, the Training System, the 
Promotion System, the Retirement 
System, and so on. These systems 
are always subject to change as the 
Army finds new and improved 
methods which it ean use, The En- 
listed Evaluation ig just such an 
array of improved methods grouped 
into a “system.” 

In the Army’s own language, “The 
purpose of this system is to pro- 
vide techniques for improved per- 
sonnel management through objec- 
tive evaluation of individual pro- 
ficiency” which will “be used under 
various Department of the Army 
personnel programs for individual 
personnel actions.” 

+ - * 


LET’S TAKE the word “evalua- 
tion.” A more commonly used word 
is “rating.” It means the application 
of a judgment as to how good or 
bad a person is in some particular 
activity, Each of us is being evalu- 
ated all the time. Our friends and 
associates form judgments as to 
whether we measure up as “good 
Joes” or “jerks” (or somewhere in 
between). Our superiors evaluate 
us as good soldiers or the reverse, 
as good workers or “goldbricks,” as 
skilled, semi-skilled, or unskilled. 
Our subordinates evaluate us as 
good or poor leaders. 

The most difficult “personnel ac- 
tion” which must be taken is “eval- 
uation” of an individual. Most eval- 
uations are the expression of per- 
sonal judgments. People differ 
widely as to the standards they use 
in such judgments. Some people 
judge others harshly; other people 
see only the good points when they 
judge. 

To make these necessary evalua 
tions in the Army more “objective,” 
the Enlisted Evaluation System pro- 
vides common methods and com- 
mon standards which will keep the 
“subjective” or personal. element 
out of the process of evaluation to 
as great a degree as seems possible.

THE SYSTEM does this through 
the use of two standard measures. 
One of these is the MOS profi- 
ciency tests. These are objective 
measures of how much each man 
knows about his job or a job to 
which he aspires. A test applies 
the same standards to everyone 
alike. No personal bias there. 

A second measure is the Com- 
mander’s Evaluation Reports. As 
you know, there’s far more to a 
job than merely knowing how to 
do its technical details. We ialk 
of jobs in the Army, but every man 
in the Army is a soldier first and 
a technician second. No test will 
show how a soldier performs on 
the job. His superiors must judge 
that. 

Ratings aren’t something new 
You've already been rated (prob- 
ably many times) on your conduct 
and efficiency, and these ratings 
are all on your service record. AR 
623-201 tells you all about those 
ratings. The commander’s evalua- 
tion report is a special and very 
carefully devised method of rating 
you on your efficiency, on how well 
you perform on your job. 

The commander’s evaluation re- 
port calls for an expression of judg-

ment by people who have seen your 
performance day in and day out: 
But it doesn’t allow a judgment to 
be just a “yes” or “no,” “he’s a 
good soldier” or “he’s a poor sol- 
dier.” The rater, your immediate 
superior (noncommissioned, war- 
rant, or commissioned officer), 
must express a judgment on specif- 
ic things such as, how much job 
know-how do you have? How ef- 
fective are you as a leader? How 
well do you receive and carry out 
orders? 
. o = 


ALL OF THE QUESTIONS are 
about things that you do, about 
specific things and not just general 
matters, Such an evaluation or rat- 
ing report establishes standards for 
judgment and requires the rater to 
concentrate on matters which are 
directly related to how well you 
handle your job, In the same way, 
your rater’s supervisor must make 
an independent rating of your per- 
formance on the same items, These 
two separate ratings are then com- 
bined to give an unbiased evalua- 
tion. 

Since performance rating is so 
important (not only in the Army 
but everywhere in industry) it is 
constantly under study. New meth. 
ods are being explored in the ef- 
fort to make these ratings clearer 
and more objective. The Army 
isn’t going to stand pat on this 
evaluation report. It will continue 
to be studied with a view to im- 
provement, refinement, and change, 
The form may change, the objec- 
tive will remain the same—a fair 
performance evaluation, 

~ . * 


TAKING THE MOS proficiency 
tests is not going to be a free-for- 
all. There will be nothing auto- 
matic about these tests. 

The Enlisted Evaluation System, 
of which the tests are a part, is 
merely one link in the whole chain 
of your Army career. The classifi- 
cation link was the first. It tied, di- 
rectly to the next link, that of train- 
ing (whether in school or on-the- 
job) and assignment to the per- 
formance of duties for which you 
were trained. 

The evaluation system comes 
next, It measures your progress, 
your performance, and the develop- 
ment of your abilities so as to 
award promotion and _ increased 
pay, responsibility, and status. It 
is the latest link in the whole chain 
of personnel management through 
which both the Army and you grow 
in strength and ability. 

Though classification was common 
to everyone, the selection for train- 
ing, particularly for school train- 
ing, was made on a selective basis. 
You couldn’t just choose the kind 
of training you wanted. There had 
to be other qualifications than that 
of mere desire. Skilled people 
judged your abilities (as well as 
your interests and desires) and as- 
signed you to the kind of training 
for which you seemed best fitted 
and for jobs which the Army 
needed. 


So, in order to be eligible to take 
the MOS proficiency tests, you must 
be able to meet the criteria which 
the Department of the Army will 
announce each time it announces 
a date for taking a specific test. 
These criteria or standards will 
change. How they change will de- 
pend on the purpose for which each 
test is given.

OF COURSE, the best measure 
of your potential is how well you 
have performed in your present 
duties. Your immediate supervisor 
and your commander are in the

Just because the Army is intro- 
ducing this evaluation system, don’t 
get the idea that you can just rock 
along, “eram” for the tests, 
then move on ahead. You need 
to show that you want to advance 
and that you merit consideration. 
Call it “bucking” for the MOS tests 
or anything else that you like, it 
still adds up to the fact that you 
have to do something more than 
just get by. That’s the first im- 
portant bit of “preparation” for 
the MOS tests. 

Your score on the MOS profi- 
ciency test combined according to 
a weighted formula with your score 
on the commander’s evaluation re- 
port becomes one final score which 
represents an objective measure of 
your proficiency. It is called your 
“proficiency score.”

BEFORE DISCUSSING the ways 
in which your score may be used, 
you should bear in mind that you 
must get at least a “passing” score 
in the test (the Army calls it a 
“cut” score). This means that un- 
less your score is at or above the 
“cut-off” mark, you will not be on 
the list for consideration for the 
various advantages which the sys- 
tem offers. You will get another 
chance to take an MOS test if you 
fail the first time, but this second 
chance may not come for a long 
time. In any case you can see that 
it is extremely important that you 
do well in your first chance. You 
can do well only if you prepare 
well. 

The Army says that your profi- 
ciency score will be used under vari- 
ous Department of the Army per- 
sonnel programs for individual per- 
sonnel actions. Let’s see what the 
most important of these actions are.

PROMOTION, is, of course, the 
first and most important “individ- 
ual personnel action” which affects 
you. Once you have had your “auto- 
matic” promotions, your progress 
up the ladder is on a competitive 
basis. It has always been so, be- 
cause there are fewer spaces in the 
higher grades than soldiers who 
are trying to reach them. 

Promotions in the Army are gov- 
érned by AR 624-200. The Enlisted 
Evaluation System makes no 
change in who makes promotions. 
What it does change is the basis 
of eligibility for promotion. 

The Army says that the Enlisted 
System is a “new plan for enlisted 
promotion based upon the princi- 
ple of using a_ composite score— 
Promotion Qualifications Score— 
for promotion, Army-wide. As pres- 
ently conceived, this plan will pro- 
vide an Army-wide system so en- 
listed men and women can prepare 
themselves for promotion on an in- 
dividual basis.”

That’s the result of the Comp- 
troller General’s decision to bow 
to a finding of the Court of Claims. 
Here’s what happened: 

Lt. Col. Gilberto S. Pesquera, 
Army Reserve Medical Corps, 
served on active duty from 22 Oct. 
to 31 July 1953. 

Dr. Pesquera’s first set of orders 
called for him to serve less than 
a year. This period was extended 
by later orders, none of which ex- 
tended him for at least a year. 

The Comptroller in 1954 said 
the law provided incentive pay to 
Reserve physicians and dentists 
only if they were called up for a 
year or more, or were later ex- 


ttended for a year or more. 


Since Dr.~Perquera didn’t meet 
this requirement, he lost the pay. 
But the colonel, naturally disagree- 
ing with this result, went to the 
Court of Claims. 

And the court in 1956 said he 
was entitled to the money since 
he served more than a year in all. 
He got it from the time his sec- 
ond orders, which extended his ac- 
tive duty to more than a year, 
came down.

@® Next come changes in th 
Army’s promotion set-up. Part of 
this is already in effect, New is a 
20 percent “below the zone” selec- 
tion procedure for promotion of 
outstanding NCOs to grades E-8 
and E-9. 

@ All E8 and E-9 personnel, 
noncoms and specialists alike, will 
be assigned by Department of the 
Army on a name basis, beginning 
immediately. A part of this will 
require an end ito’ the 20-year sta- 
bilization policy that has been in 
effect for about 3% years. (See 
story, Page 1.) 

® To permit the Army:'more effi- 
ciency, the release program for 
men who haven't the aptitudes for 
a career in the Regular Army will 
be continued on the books. It is 
now suspended, but may be re- 
sumed at any time the Army finds 
it must cut its enlisted strength. 

®@ Sixth item in the program, also 
already in effect, is the screening 
of inductees before they are sworn 
into the Army, Men who score be- 
low 30 on the AFQT are given the 
Army Classification Battery of 
tests. Those failing to score 90 or 
more on at least two tests will be 
“deferred.” 

However, the Army will con- 
tinue in effect its procedures for 
identifying ‘malingerers” — those 
who deliberately try to fail the 
AFQT and the ACB Tests—so that 
potential inductees cannot shirk 
service if sent by their draft boards. 

@ A major revision of the Army’s 
enlistment program has been set 
up, effective 1 Jan. 1959, under 
which men may enlist directly for 
an “occupational area” (deter- 
mined by the first two numbers of 
the MOS code). 

@® The Army also considers the 
“NCO vitalization program,” the 
various aspects of its education pro- 
gram, its uniform program and the 
attempts to improve housing condi- 
tions as a part of the overall En- 
listed Management Program. 


The Enlisted Evaluation 
Program 

Immediate use of the Command- 
er’s Evaluation Report is planned 
in connection with the award of 
proficiency payments on an inter- 
im basis. Details will come within 
two or three weeks. 

MOS proficiency tests are prob- 
ably going to begin in January. 
A circular and an Army regulation 
are now being printed in which full 
details will appear. 

“ -” o 

THE ARMY will announce—in 
time to give at least 60 days for 
study—the dates on which tests 
are to be given and will distribute 
MOS test aids. Each aid will be 
limited to a single three-digit MOS. 

Unit personnel! officers will 
screen the records of individuals to 
assure that they meet the Depart- 
ment standards. Then the unit com- 
mander will determine that all 
those identified do, in fact, meet 
the standards. If they do, he will 
cause an evaluation to be made by 
the individual’s supervisor and his 
supervisor’s superior. 

He will note on the form what 
personnel action is being planned 
for the individual such as promo- 





The individual then will get 
the MOS Proficiency Test. The 

listed Evaluation Center will score 
both the Report and the Form and 


The Proficiency Score will be 
made a of each individual’s 
personnel folder. He can know his 
score, but he will not know either 
his MOS Proficiency Test Score nor) 
how he was rated on the Command- 
er’s Evaluation Report. 

The Army emphasized. that this 
score and the things that make it 
up are simply tools for unit com- 
manders. With regards to almost 
all personne! actions, he is left with 
both the responsibility and the au- 
thority to approve or disapprove 
an action. 


Proficiency Payments 


Sole exception to the above is in 
the field of Proficiency Payments. 
Providing an individual maintains 
a clean record, he will know on the 
basis of a DA announcement wheth- 
er he qualifies for pro pay. 

The Army will announce for each 
four-digit MOS (job plus skill ley- 
el) the cut-off score for pro pay. 
Those who exceed the score will get 
it. Those whose Proficiency Score 
is below the cut-off will not. Unit 
commanders may withhold pro pay 
only if the individual, in their opin- 
ion and according to the record, 
no longer meets the criteria set 
forth in the announcement of the 
MOS Proficiency Test announce- 
ment, 

Promotion 

There will be no immediate 
changes in temporary enlisted pro- 
motion policies. 

As the EES is extended to more 
and more MOSs, however, it will 
be possible to issue quotas for 
promotion by grade and MOS. Such 
promotions will be made according 
to a Promotion Qualification Score. 
The PQS will consist of the EES 
plus other factors which are still 
being worked out but which may 
include length of service, time in 
combat, decorations, assignments, 
level of education, and perhaps oth- 
er items. 

A promotion quota for a specific 
MOS will always be smaller than 
the number of men qualified ac- 
cording to their PQS. It will be 
up to the unit commander to de- 
cide which of his men who score 
above the PQS cut-off he will pro- 
mote,

IMMEDIATELY AFFECTED -in 
the program announced are pro- 
motions to E-8 and E-9. 

Beginning with the current quota 
(see last week’s Army Times), 
men with less than 15 years serv- 
ice may be promoted to E-8. Up 
to 20 percent of the total quota 
authorized each command may be 
made from a “below the zone 
group” which is to include all mas- 
ter sergeants (E-7) otherwise qual- 
ified who have more than eight 
(but less than 15) years’ service. 

When promotions begin (in Feb- 
ruary) to E-9, the same “below the 
zone” selection procedure will. ap- 
ply, except that men must have 
more than 10 years total active 
federal service (and less than 18 
which would put them in the “pri- 
mary zone’”’),

Name Assignment for E-8 
and E-9 


The Army has set up a special 
subsection in the enlisted branch 
of TAGO where Enlisted Qualifica- 
tion Records of all men in these 
two grades will be maintained cur- 
rent by reports from the field. 

When vacancies are about to oc- 
cur or when individuals are ready 
for reassignment (PCS), the fact 
will be reported to TAGO which 
will then find a new job and issue 
orders moving the man from his 
current to his future duty station. 

The Army said this system will 
not be extended below grade E. 
But it said that “there is under 
study a refinement of the enlisted 
assignment system which will pro- 
vide for unit-to-unit assignment 
procedure for all enlisted person- 
nel below grade E-8. Due to the 
large numbers of personnel in- 
volved, this system will be operated 
on a decentralized basis, with com- 
munications between losing and 
gaining commands making such a 
system possible.” 

Also part of the new assignment 
procedure is the ending of stabiliza- 
tion in the United States for men 
in the top three grades (E-5 
through E-7) with more than 20 
years’ service. 


Occupational Area Enlist- 
ment Option 


After 1 Jan. 1959, men will no 
longer be enlisted for branch as- 
signments. Instead, the Army as- 
signment procedures for non-prior 
service enlistees will operate on 
an “occupational area” basis. Oc- 
cupational areas are determined by 
the first two digits of the MOS 
Code 

Thus a man will no longer enlist 
for Ordnance in the expectation of 
becoming an auto mechanic, only to 
find that there are no vacancies in 
the field and that he is an Ordnance 
ammunition handler. 

Instead, if there are no vacan- 
cies for auto mechanics, he may 
find himself assigned as a tracked 
vehicle mechanic. It will still be 
in the mechanic field, but on a dif- 
ferent vehicle. 


Army Education 


The Army said that its civil 
school program is going “as well as 
could be expected” for a new pro- 
gram. Some 53 men went to. col- 
lege in June under the program. 
Another 74 entered school this fall. 
They are going to 38 different uni- 
versities in all. 

There is a good chance—provid- 
ing there’s money enough in the 
budget—that more men will be sent 
to school in February. Over the 
next four years, the Army expects 
to spend about $1 million a year 
so that by 1962, it will have about 
1200 men in school each year.

the United States, Continental Army Command’s Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal specialists are ready to do their part. 


The bombing of England in War 
II revealed that one out of every 
10 bombs dropped failed to ex- 
plode. Failure to explode was due 
to one of two causes: mechanical 
malfunction, or because the bomb 
had a delayed action fuse. In 
either case, should bombs or mis- 
siles fall on our country, it will be 
the unpleasant job of the Army’s 
Explosive Ordnance Disposal 
(formery called Bomb Disposal) 
specialists to render the duds 
harmless. 

Continental Army Command has 
a large number of EOD units stra- 
tegically dispersed at military in- 
stallations all over the ~United 
States.

AT THE Navy’s Explosive Ord- 
nance Disposal School at Indian 
Head, Md., a joint school, the Army 
trains about 250 carefully selected 
students per year under Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marine in- 
structors in the delicate work of 
rendering explosive objects harm- 
less. 

Though the Navy and Air Force 
also have EOD specialists, the 
lion’s share of this work falls to 
the Army. Essentially, any ex- 
plosive ordnance disposal incident 
not on a Navy or Air Force in- 
stallation, with the exception of 
sabotage devices, is handled by the 
Army. The Navy, of course, takes 
care of underwater demolition 
work, 

EOD students receive both basic 
and advanced schooling at the In- 
dian Head facility. After gradua- 
tion from both courses, and a bit 
of seasoning in the field, they’re 
qualified to tackle any explosive

FORT BELVOIR, Va. — Fifty- 
four second lieutenants assigned 
to the Corps of Engineers, who 
graduated from the Military Acad- 
emy last June, recently began a 
three-month branch orientation at 
the Army Engineer School at Bel- 
voir.

THE ARMY works closely with 
Civil Defense personnel and local 
law enforcement officials all over 
the United States, educating and 
training them in the hazards of un- 
exploded ordnance. The major 
phase of its work with these civil- 
ians is in the field of explosive 
ordnance reconnaissance, 


The Army’s EOD units have 
trained’over 8000 policemen in the 
explosive ordnance reconnaissance. 
They have trained over 25,000 Civil 
Defense personnel in this impor- 
tant first step of ordnance disposal. 

The Army EOD branch of the 
Ordnance Corps keeps its hand 
in—by volunteering aid to civilians 
wherever an incident arised involv- 
ing disposal of explosives. Last 
year EOD specialists responded to 
nearly 2000 specific requests for 
help—some 40 incidents per week, 
over the nation. 

Their services included: 

© Disposal of such items as long 
forgotten or hidden Civil War 
artillery shells. . 

© Campaigns to collect danger- 
ous war trophies and render them 
harmless (someone contributed a 
live 50-pound War I aircraft bomb 
to this roundup). 

© Educating the public to the 
dangers of war trophies, by means 
of mobile displays. 

© Helping to make safe an area 
where a bomb was accidentally 
dropped from an airplane. 

Commanders of the six continen- 
tal armies have responsibility for 
explosive ordnance disposal activ- 
ities within their geographical 





areas. They provide qualified EOD 
| personnel to dispose of unexploded 
| ordnance, within their areas, estab- 
lish and maintain an incident re- 
porting system in conjunction with 
Civil Defense, and train explosive 
ordnance reconnaissance aents.

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_A Possible Way to Put 
CARS to Work

OW that the combat units of the Army 

have been renumbered in the Combat 
Arms Regimental System, many are ask- 
ing “Why?” 

With “Phase I” completed, this is a good 
question. The system (CARS) has little apparent 
meaning, 

Of course, it was “approved in concept.” But 
with the completion of Phase I — that is, the re- 
designation of all the tactical units of the combat 
arms — what has been provided the Army except 
a nearly automatic way for the Adjutant General’s 
office to supply designations for units activated 
or to withdraw with no tears the designation from 
a unit deactivated? 

CARS has been actively supported by only a 
small group who believe strongly that the Army’s 
traditions and history rest in the regiment. To 
get CARS adopted, this group had to oppose, 
successfully, another group which believed that 
with War II, the Army’s repository for history 
and tradition was the division. 

© > * 

TO MAKE CARS effective under the basic 
concept, would require today something that the 
Army has little of to spare — men (that is, 
spaces) and money. It would be difficult to justi- 
fy the assignment of 25 or 30 officers and men*to 
each regiment of the 157 in CARS if there were 
not some specific jobs for CARS to do. 

And to give CARS such jobs as personnel ad- 
ministration, unit rotation, individual and unit 
training, and a host of others that have been sug- 
gested would require a major overhaul of most 
of the Army’s policies in these fields. 

Should then CARS be abandoned? A case for 
so doing can be made. 
o ” 7 

BUT TO ABANDON CARS is to abandon the 
preservation, either in the regiment or the divi- 
sion, of Army history and tradition. It is to go 
back to the old system of units without back- 
grounds, of deactivation of units with backgrounds, 
because their structure is not such as to permit 
them to adapt to the needs of modern warfare. 

Even most of those who oppose CARS don’t 
want to do that. They want a substitute solution. 

So where does that leave CARS? 

Is it to be further developed so that it will 
have an active purpose for the Army and not be-

come simply another passive exercise in unit re- 
designation? 

I hope so. And here is a way which would not 
require revolution, men in great numbers and 
money in large quantities. This is a modest step 
in developing CARS, an evolutionary step, if you 
please, which yet leaves open the possibility of 
further development.

OF THE 157 permanent regiments, there are 
a number whose ties with some civilian community 
are strong. Such units as the 7th Infantry (the 
Cottonbalers), the 30th Infantry (San Francisco’s 
Own). So does the 9th Infantry (the Manchus), 
the 5th Artillery (with its New York background), 
any number of cavalry regiments. 

It seems possible that the Army could select 
a few of these regiments and invite the civilian 
communities to establish regimental headquarters 
which would be served on a voluntary basis by 
active members, former members, civilians con- 
nected with the regiment through family, mar- 
riage, or the past. 

The Army could “sponsor” such regimental 
headquarters under strictly written conditions in 
a regulation, thus retaining control and prevent- 
ing abuses. Individuals could be asked to con- 
tribute a kind of “voluntary dues” to the regi- 
ment to finance local community activities and 
permit the maintenance of records and the mail- 
ing of information. As a bridge between the com- 
munity and the Army, the regiment could fill a 
definite need. With a headquarters established 
physically, closer association between member 
units of the regiment could be maintained.

SUCH A headquarters would not require a 
staff of active members. If necessary, only su- 
pervision by the Army on the basis of inspection 
visits would require the services of a member of 
the active Army It would, of course, be better if 
the Army could assign an officer, a noncom and 
two or three enlisted men to the headquarters. 

To begin such a program, only a few units 
should be established to serve as pilot regiments. 
As the demand grows from former members and 
from civilian communities, additional’ regimental 
headquarters could be established until at some 
date five or 10 or even more years from now, all 
the regiments in CARS would have a “home.” 








ASSIGNMENT: SPACE 
Army's Rocket Motor 
Assignment Vital 


By WILLY LEY 


NE of the most important recent news items, 
-which may easily have slipped by most 
readers, is that the Army has been entrusted 
with the job of developing a rocket motor to de- 


liver one and a half million pounds of thrust. 

Of course we don’t actually know the thrust 
of the Russian rocket which threw Sputnik No. 3 
into space. But it is possible to calculate the 
thrust reasonably closely from the performance 
which was to lift 1% tons of weight into an orbit. 
The result of such a calculation is 750,000 pounds 
of thrust. 

On the other hand, omr largest existing rocket, 
the Air Force’s Atlas, develops 360,000 pounds of 
thrust at take-off with its three side-by-side en- 
gines, This means that the new Army rocket 
motor will have about twice the thrust of the 
largest known Russian rockets and just about four 
times the thrust of the Atlas. 

This new rocket motor is simply going te

The rocket which 
utilizes it should be capable of putting three tons 
into orbit around the earth (even a little more

should be capable of throwing at least 250 pounds 
to the moon. The precise weight of what would 
arrive on the moon would depend to a large ex- 
tent on the weight of the upper stages needed 
for the job 

That figure of three tons for the artificial 
satellite which could be put into an orbit is very 
important for many reasons, the most important 
one being that it means “man into space.” 

For quite some time rocket engineers have 
been trying to figure the minimum weight of a 
Ofcourse, one 
can make all kinds of assumptions. If you mere- 
ly want to send a man into space in a near-vertical

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A Curious

(THE late President Thomas Jefferson and the Jate 

President James Monroe were friends and neigh- 
bors while they were alive. But today there is a 
minor feud between supporters of the two men. 

This feud was discovered last week during a trip 
to Charlottesville, Va. I took the wife and kids 
down the Skyline Drive along the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains to Monticello, where Jefferson lived. Monti- 
cello is one of the most beautiful spots in America 
— perhaps in the world — and nearby is Ash Lawn, 
where Monroe lived. 

Jefferson’s home at Monticello is inspiring. It 
is everything that the word “taste” implies. Its 
architecture, designed by Jefferson, is simple and 


classical. Its furniture, much of it designed by 
Jefferson, is beautiful and measures up to any con- 
temporary standards of aesthetics, even when you 
ignore their historic value 
. * > 

THE VIEW from any part of Jefferson's moun- 
iaintop home is fabulous few European kings 
ever had anything as awe-inspiring. From the west 
side of the 35-room house, Jefferson could oversee 


the building of the handsome University of Vir- 
ginia, which he created. The house is filled with 
gadgets designed by Jefferson — a sideways-folding 
ladder, a cannonball calendar connected to the 
clock, the first swivel chair, the world’s first dumb 
waiter, a music stand for quartets, the country’s 
first parquet flooring. Jefferson even designed his 
own drapes and coffee urn. 

The graceful, tasteful beauty of Monticello 
makes George Washington’s Mount Vernon look 
like the home of a country bumpkin. 

Two miles down the road from Monticello is Ash 
Lawn, the modest home that Jefferson designed and 
built for Monroe in 1798. Except for some amazing- 

ly-tall boxwoods, the house would bé of minor in- 
terts if it hadn't belonged to a President.

THERE ARE handsome and cultured ladies at 
both houses to show visitors around. These ladies 
are models of southern manners and deportment, 
except when it comes to discussing each other’s . pet 
president. 

One lady guide at Monticello said last week: 
“Ash Lawn is just down the road a short way. But 
there isn’t much more there. Monroe was all right 
as a President, but he never really lived graciously.” 

A lady guide at Ash Lawn said: “That Jeffer- 
son. Did you know that he died $100,000 in debt? 
His family had to sell the place after he died, they 
couldn’t afford te keep it up.” 

A lady at Monticello said: “Imagine a president, 
well-to-do, mind you, living in a simple house like 
that. There is hardly anything of much interest 
over at Ash Lawn.” 

A lady at Ash Lawn said: “With all those gad- 
gets and things, Jefferson’s family only got $7000 
for the place. Monroe, on the other hand, sold this 
place for $17,000, which was a lot of money in those 
days. Of course, 3500 acres went with the house.” 

Both groups of ladies appear to be correct in 
their assessments. But perhaps peace can be re- 
stored to the historic Charlottesville area if we can 
get Dag Hammarskjold down there to work out some 
sort of cease-fire.

THE TELEVISION audience will be denied the 
pleasure of seeing Claudette Colbert this season, 
simply because the men in charge are afraid to poke 
fun at Washington polities.

culate a “re-entry capsule” which would weight 
around 1200 pounds.’

THE RESULT of such private calculations was 
always more or less the same. One expert might 
be more optimistic than another as to the strength 
of materials, or the fuel reserve needed and other 
things and state that the overall weight would 
have to be 24% tons. Another expert, more pessi- 
mistically inclined at the moment — possibly be- 
cause One of his “babies” had recently suffered a 
blow-up — might come to the conclusion that 
an overall weight of less than 3% tons would 
never do.

Now is the time to get tough 
with the Kremlin — use our 
relative military advantage, espe- 
cially in nuclear striking power 

much greater now than it twill "be 
a year from now. 

This leak is no phony. 

The loud noise the Soviet spokes- 
men—especially Nikita Khrushchey 
—have been making about Sovitt 
missile prowess is based on future 
prospects afid not on present cap- 
abilities. The noise is intended to 
obscure the facts, about which the 
Soviets are somewhat nervous. 

The facts are that as of now, 
Soviet capacity for delivering nu- 
clear missiles against targets in 
North America is comparatively 
minor. Conversely, United States 
capacity for delivering nuclear mis- 
siles against targets in the Soviet 
Union is formidable. 

Should such an exchange of nu- 
clear weapons take place, the 
United States might suffer injury 
—injury that would be locally hor- 
rendous, perhaps, but would de- 
tract only a fraction from over-all 
national power. On the other hand, 
the Soviet Union, as a going con- 
cern and the power-center of in- 
ternational communism, would be 
a dead duck. 

This, remember, is an estimate 
of the situation as of today.

IT IS BASED on the great power 
of our Strategic Air Command— 
power which has not yet been se- 
riously offset by Soviet missile pow- 
er to destroy SAC bases by sur- 
prise. Soviet missile capability al- 
most surely will increase steadily 
during the next two or three years. 
Today it applies only to certain of 
SAC’s overseas bases, especially 
those in Great Britain. 

Even there, SAC’s alert proce- 
dures make it likely that some 
planes could get off with retalia- 
tory bombloads within the very 
brief warning time allowed. The 
Soviets would have much less 
chance of interdicting the big SAC 
bases in Spain, and virtually no 
chance at all of putting down sur- 
prise strikes on the home bases 
in the U.S. and those in Canada. 

Finally, the volume of long-range 
fire which SAC can produce is ris- 
ing to peak strength as additional 
B-52 squadrons come into service, 
plus additional tankers and im- 
proved air-refueling techniques to 
extend the reach of the smaller 

B-47 bombers.

THE SOVIET threat to the Unit- 
ed States lies in the future. The 
Soviet ballistic missile program 


involves the construction of inter - 


mediate -range -ballistic missiles 
(IRBMs) “zeroed in” on SAC’s 
overseas bases, and intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missiles ~ (ICBMs) 
which can reach the airfields in 
the United States and Canada. 

With enough such missiles the 
Soviets might acquire the ability 
to make a massive surprise attack 
on all our bases simultaneously. 
This would present a deadly threat 
indeed, for we might find ourselves 
virtually disarmed in a few hours’ 
time. 

Our best answer to this program 
is the development of mobile bases 
at sea, of which we have some to- 
day and can get more within the 
next two or three years—as these 
articles have already pointed out, 


However, neither the Soviet mis- 
sile program nor our sea-based 
counter program has today reached 
decisive levels of operational force. 

. a o 


THE FACTS of today are that 
the Soviets, switching from long- 
range aircraft to long-range mis- 
siles, have right now a wholly in- 
sufficient number of either to do 
us vital injury. We have not yet 
seriously begun to shift our na- 
tional gears. Right now, therefore, 
we have a very great advantage 
both in actual nuclear striking pow- 
er and in the location of our bases 
around the edge of the Soviet 
heartland. 

That these facts are being sug- 
gested as the military support for 
our policy actions indicates that 
someone inside the Administration 
—maybe several someones—is be- 
ginning to think in more drastic 
terms than have hitherto been of- 
ficially entertained about using our 
military advantage while it exists 
—not, of course, by an actual at- 
tack on the USSR, but as a sup- 
port for a stronger policy such as 
has already been foreshadowed by 
our use of force in the~ Middle 
East; our military procedures in 
the Formosa Strait, and President 
Eisenhower’s rejection of Khrush- 
chev’s abusive note on the latter 
subject. 

This new approach may be 
summed up in a very few words: 
Why wait until the Soviets have 
built their missiles and can force

“Sergeant Jasper”—Title 


On 9 October, 1779, while plant- 
ing the colors of the Second South 
Carolina in the battle of Savannah, 
Sgt. Jasper was shot and killed. A 
monument there to his memory is 
one of the nation’s shrines. 

His death was in keeping with 
the event which brought him to 
nationwide fame. On 28 June 1776, 
during the British bombardment of 
Fort Johnson (later renamed Fort 
Moulirie) at Charleston, the South 
Carolina blue banner, with white 
crescent in the upper left, was shot 
away. William Jasper leaped 
through a gun embrasure under

A HANDFUL of the better 
the past few weeks: 


® The Eddie Costa Quartet (Guys 
and Dolls Like Vibes, Coral 57230) 
—tThis is not another one of those 
| seme ye LPs which finds jazz being 
orced upon show tunes that are 
unworthy of jazz improvisation in 
the first place; this is jazz music. 
The six Frank Loesser tunes from 
“Guys and Dolls” are worthy and 
the Costa group plays very well, 
indeed. 

As the title implies, Costa plays 
vibes throughout. (Eddie is also 
known as a pianist.) 

The best track on the set, for me, 
is “I’ve Never Been in Love Be- 
fore.” Here is one recent song 
that could well be considered a 
standard ten years from now. It 
opens with a restrained and 
thoughtful chorus by pianist Bill 
Evans and builds all the way, wind- 
ing up with very swinging choruses 
by Costa, who is not to be over- 
looked when vibes players are dis- 
cussed, 

“Guys and Dolls” and “If I Were 
A Bell” also hit the mark excep- 
tionally well. Drummer Paul Mo- 
tian and bassman Wendell Marshall 
round out the quartet and both 
perform admirably. Marshall is one 
of the best bassmen in the business 
but seldom receives the acclaim he 
deserves, 

Amidst the endless parade of 
LPs labeled so and so plays the 
music from such and such a movie 
or Broadway show, this album is 
a breath of fresh air. Highly rec- 
ommended. 

@ The Earl Hines Trio (Epic 
3501).—Hines is playing piano as 
well as ever, it seems to me, and 
his piano “style” is much too good 
to ever become dated. (In this re- 
gard, pianist Billy Taylor’s article 
in the current 25th anniversary edi- 
tion of Esquire is recommended 
reading to all who ignorantly be- 
lieve that only the “latest” is 
“greatest,” man.) 

Reams and reams of copy have 
been written about Fatha’s piano 
playing and little need be added 
about it here, If any jazz pianist 
plays with gusto, it is Hines.

Joe’s vocals are pleasant, rhythmic, 
unpretentious, and what you might 
expect, meaning in the fashion of 
a good many top-rank jazzmen who 
enjoy singing a chorus now and 
then just for kicks. Shirley Scott 
plays organ and very well, too, I’d 
say.

Goodwin, The money 
(some ‘oe million dollars worth) be- 
longed to John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 
Pooling their two resources—as 
well as the talents of a small army 
of researchers, artisans, architects 
and engineers—the two gentlemen 
put together the most perfect res- 
toration in the world—Colonial 
Williamsburg. 

In 1926 Rev. Goodwin was rector 
of Bruton Parish Church which he 
had had restored. At his invitation, 
Mr. Rockefeller visited Williams- 
burg, and the rector’s vision to re- 
store the entire city to its pristine 
eighteenth century glory immedi- 
ately caught Rockefeller’s fancy. 
Work began apace to destroy 459 
of the town’s nondescript contem- 
porary buildings; fo restore 67 of 
the Colonial period edifices to their 
historical aspect; and to build 91 
eighteenth century buildings from 
scratch, and fall is the best time to 
visit Williamsburg, according to 
American Express.

TODAY, the town is more per- 
fectly eighteenth century than the 
eighteenth century itself. Every 
brick, roof, door, gece of furniture 
and garden in Williamsburg was 
put in place only after mountains 
of investigation of Colonial docu- 
ments in libraries and family ar- 
chives in America, England and 
France.

IN SOME CASES the ‘regional 
tours connect. In other cases a 
short drive on an unmarked high- 
way between a northern town in 
the region to a southern town in 
another is required to connect the 
special tours. 


To follow all of the routes would | 9 


require several days of motoring. 
It is expected that some motorists 
will be tempted to spend all of 
their time in one region. Others 
will probably wish to meander up 
the west side of the state, zig-zag- 
ging back and forth on the marked 
routes, eventually reaching the 
north country and returning on the 
eastern side of the state. 

On the east side there are no 
marked routes south of Conway, 
or south of Plymouth in the cen- 
ter of the state. However, visitors 
will not want to miss the lake-stud- 
ded countryside of the Lakes Re- 
gion, where huge Winnipesaukee 
sprawls for miles between colorful 
hills.

Most stains are caused by dirt, 
grease, rust -or. the minerals in 
your water.supply.

plumbing fixture, regardless of 
your water supply.

surface, slice up half a bar of 
naptha-based soap in a quart of 
hot water. Add two tablespoons of 
paint thinner or dry-cleaning sol- 
vent.

remove most simple stains; 
__ Paint and other stainers are 
more complicated to remove and 
must be handled differently to 
avoid damaging the fixture’s sur- 
face. 

Hardened paint spots may be 
removed with a razor blade. Be 
very careful to use the blade at an 
angle to avoid scratching the sur- 
face. After most of the paint has 
been scraped off, the remainder 
can be removed with benzine, dry- 
cleaning. fluid; or an ordinary 
household cleaner and water.

Airborne 
WASHINGTON—Ice reconnais- 
sance up to a radius of 35 miles 
of an icebreaker is now possible 
through the medium of airborne 
television, according to a joint 
Navy-Philco Corp: statement. 

A Navy Department spokesman 
said that on a recent trip of the 
icebreaker U.S.S. Glacier to Thule 
AFB, Greenland, TV pictures of 
surrounding ice conditions were 
relayed instantly from a helicopter 
to the television monitors aboard 
the Glacier. 

Two TV monitors were used on 
the icebreaker—one on the bridge 
and the other in the combat in. 
formation center. 

Thus, the captain and his execu- 
tive officer who are the only quali- 
fied ice observers aboard an ice- 
breaker, received on-the-spot in- 
formation of distant ice field con- 
ditions without leaving the ship.

LTHOUGH the long-range 


economists are still worrying 


over the problem of inflation, most of the short-term 
business advisors seem to feel that for the next year or so 


we're going to float on an even 
keel. 

Increased September  car-load- 
ings, a healthy outlook for autumn 
department store sales and a 
other indications were all bullis 
in their effect. But many quarters 
were confident that the price-wage 
spiral wouldn’t blow the safety 
valve. 

Although the first rash of new 
automobiles with their factory 
price-tags displayed on their win- 
dows showed some healthy boosts, 
the automotive industry appears 
confident that their private reces- 
sion is going to recede as fast as 
the rest as the general business 
tide rises and they won't price 
themselves out of the market. 

When Chevrolet, Oldsmobile, 
Buick and Pontiac displayed their 
new offerings, General Motors 
checked over the increased prices 
and said “they might have been 
worse.” 

“In the next few weeks,” said the 
reliable Detroit representative of 
the Wall Street Journal, “barring 
a major strike, auto output is likely 
to climb over similar output in 
1957.” 

Note the same “if” 
week (strikes). 

The point, however, which con- 
cerns the consumer, who worries 
over the cost of living as a whole, 
rather than merely his transporta- 
tion, is whether the price boosts 
in the auto industry could infect 
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the prosperity as a whole, just as 
the slump in car sales was said to 
have’ given the economy the push 
down-hill last year,

Refresher Training 
Program Is Needed 


KAISERSLAUTERN, Germany: 
I've waited a long time for some- 
body to write an article on how 
the Army can save millions of dol- 
lars and improve the training of 
the career EM a thousandfold. Ap- 
parently nobody has (or I’ve missed 
that issue of Army Times). 

Several of the millions could be 
saved by eliminating troop informa- 
tion classes, including all ramifica- 
tions like character guidance. This 
would reduce non-productive hours 
throughout the Army. Non-essential 
skills like “information instructor” 
could be dropped. The possibilities 
of eliminating parasitic officers are 
staggering. 

All the training necessary for 
the career EM (and all the civilian 
soldiers) could be accomplished 
over an eight week’s period once 
during a three-year hitch. Once 
every three years, make it -manda- 
tory for every son-of-a-gun to at- 
tend an eight-weeks refresher train- 
ing course to bring him up-to-date 
on all the latest weapons, equip- 
ment, combat skills, etc. 

Career EM would be placed on 
TDY orders to attend this refresh- 
er training. EM merely fulfilling 
an obligation with no intention of 
hanging around would be permitted 
to volunteer. 

Thi gigantic refresher training 
program would be accomplished 
through the formation of training 
regiments attached to combat-ready 
divisions. The TD of these regi- 
ments could be supplemented, in 
part, by outstanding refresher 
trainees undergoing their eight- 
weeks period. The advantages here 
of being exposed to realistic train- 
ing afforded through proximity 
with combat-ready divisions is with- 
out parallel. 

A training schedule for the eight 
weeks would have a_ refresher 
trainee in the latter stages of the 
course actually serving on a gun 
crew, for example, with the 1st BG, 
5th Infantry.

Today’s world threat has made it 
necessary for the Marine Corps to 
change to “helicopter assault war- 
fare,” using the “vertical envel- 
opment” of land, sea and air as- 
sault.

sault. 

As to control, normally control 
is maintained by the commander

XH Corps Ends 
Summer Camp 


FORT DEVENS, Mass. — With 
the departure of the last reserve 
unit for home, the XIII Army 
Corps, based at this huge military 
installation, announced successful 
completion of the first year in its 
new key role in the defense pro- 
gram. 

The 25-year-old Corps, which saw 
180 days of combat in France, Bel- 
gium, Hollahd, and Germany in 
War II, was activated here last Jan- 
uary and on 1 June greeted the 
first reserve unit to train here un- 
der its sponsorship, the 340th Gen- 
eral Hospital from New Haven, 
Conn, The Jast unit to train here 
was Co. A of the 307th MP Bn., 
based at South Yarmouth, Mass. 

Beginning in June and contin- 
uing during the three months that 
followed,-the Corps trained 63 units 
from 13 states involving more than 
5000 officers and enlisted men. 

Included among the types of re- 
serve organizations trained here 
this past summer were Signal, Ord- 
nance, Military Government, Serv- 
ice Units, Security Agency, Mili- 
tary Police, and five types of Hos- 
pital units.

In keeping with the new era, ihe 
property issue form in quad- 
ruplicate has become as obsolete 
as smoke signals for Army Signal 
Corps scientists and engineers. The 
result is that they can spend more 
time planning and building satel- 
lites, highly intelligent electronic 
systems for missiles, radios smal- 
ler than a stenographer’s thumb 
and a whole range of advanced 
communications equipment for 
soldiers in the field. 
The new supply system, which 
has the efficiency of simplicity, is 
descriptively known as _ Visual 
Supply Control for Expendable 
Items. This means that 3700 Civil 
Service and military “customers” 
of the Laborotary simply take 
what they need on the job in the 
most convenient of three consumer 
supply points in the Hexagon 
Building, or the fourth such “re- 
tail outlet” in the Evans Area 10 
miles away. 
The most important merchandise 
is thousands of the latest type elec 
tronic components, but pencils and 
notebooks are distributed the same 
way. Many of the components 
were originally developed in the 
Laboratory and then produced in 
quantity by manufacturers. 

- * * 
AMONG the key persons who 
helped work out the system are 
Maj. Lyle A. Duffield, chief of the 
logistics division, and Eugene H 
Shutman, logistics plans and train- 
ing officer. They merged their own 
ideas and those of division em- 
ployees with the latest methods of 
the most progressive industrial 
laboratories and other government 
scientific establishments 
Maj. Duffield observes that since 
supplies are instantly available 
employees rarely take more than 
they need. Under conventional 
methods a certain amount of hoard 
ing is sometimes practiced as a 
hedge against job interruption 
caused by slow delivery of critical 
items. 

Formerly, an engineer or scien- 
tist, for example, had to know the 
stock number of an electric capaci- 
tor before he could order it. 
Catalogs were provided but keep- 
ing them up to date was costly 
in time and money because of the 
fast changes in science today 

Maj. Duffield and Mr. Shutman 
are cutting down on the dross in 
order to meet a larger percentage 
of demands. Some 42,000 stock 
numbers were once listed, includ- 
ing obsolete components from War 
II and the Korean war. The list 
has been trimmed to 7500 and 
paring of dead items is a continu 
ing job. ’ 

This selectivity of scientific mer 
chandise and operating efficiency 
are resulting in savings of $23.000 
annually and officials believe that 
with further refinement the bonus 
to taxpayers will be greater 

The stacks of ledgers and forins 
once used to control stock have 
been largely replaced by pre 
printed data processing cards for 
each type of item. Thess 
for nomenclatures, stock numbers 
unit value, cost accounting infor 
mation and virtually aJl the rest of 
recorded data. 

Maj. Duffield relates that 
idea for using such stock control 
cards originated with Lt. Col. John 
S. Crull (Ret.), a former chief of

OWN with the old and up with the new. That's the at- 
mosphere around Washington these days. I’m referring, 





of course, to the building boom. 


There’s a great clean-up cam- 
paign underway and the trend is 
teward a homogenously de- 
veloped city. Old homes, office 
buildings and slums alike, are 
tumbling under the pressure of 
the wreckers’ bars. All this made 
little difference to me until I 
learned last week that “The 
House of a Thousand Candles” is 
to be razed te make room for a 
modern 12-story office building. 

Few people realize as they hurry 
past a white stone building at 1901 
Pennsylvania Avenue on their way 
to work, that it was once used as 
a temporary White House for 
President and Mrs. James Madi- 
son. This was from October 1815 
to March 1817, after the White 
House was burned by British troops 
on 24 October 1814. Known as “The 
House of a Thousand Candles” in 
those days, it now houses a drug 
store on the first floor and family 
apartments on the two top floors. 

True, it doesn’t look much like 
a White House now, but I like to 
think of Dolly Madison, America’s 
most glamorous First Lady, living 
there when she was considered the 
social leader of her time. One of 
her spectacular social successes 
was a ceremonial reception the 
President and she gave in honor 
of Gen. Andrew Jackson when he 
came to town after his victory in 
the Battle of New Orleans (War of 
1812). 

Dolly Madison was to be the 
mistress of ceremonies for the 
event and she decided to make it 
a memorable one. She actually 
used 1000 candles to illuminate 
the whole building. Candles 
glowed in every window. And, for 
a most unusual effect, she bor- 
rowed 50 slave girls from the 
owner of the Octagon Building 
and had them stand erect against 
the walls of the reception rooms, 
each holding two lighted candles. 
Other girls with candles were 
lined up at the entrance to the 
stairs and up the stairs to the 
second and third floors. 

A group of uniformed men, hold- 
ing blazing pine torches, stood at

British newspaper correspondent 
wrote that, “Mr. Madison looked 
like a schoolmaster dressed up for 
a funeral.” 

Dolly, of course, was at her best 
and dressed in the height of cur- 
rent fashion. She wore a court 
gown of rose-colored satin, em- 
broidered in a pale lavender, with 
a two-yard train of pink and lilac 
striped satin brocaded in gold. A 
gold-embroidered crown sat on her 
head. 

It is said that on this occasion 
Mrs. Madison served her guests 
for the first time in this country. 
a new refreshment . .. ice cream. 

The fame of “The House of a 
Thousand Candles” spread far. and 
soldiers returning from the war 
often stopped in front of it to give 
a rousing cheer for the First Lady. 
Every afternoon school children 
stopped in front of the main par- 
lor window and Dolly would have 
her trained parrot talk and per- 
form for them.

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Book of Photos on ‘Old’ New York 
A Challenge to Modern Lensmen 


By JACOB DESCHIN 

RACE M. Mayer’s “Once Upon 

a City” (New York: The Mac- 
millan Co., 511 pages, $15) should 
provide a much needed and vig- 
orously healthy tonic for today’s 
hit-and-run photographers. This 
highly entertaining and informa- 
tive back-glance at New York in 
the years 1890-1910, by the print 
curator of the Museum of the City 
of New York, is a collection of 
photographs by Joseph and Percy 
C. Byron, father and son, one of 
the most predigiously active and 
productive teams in photographic 
history. 

Not only did they turn out pic- 
tures in great numbers (more than 
30,000 negatives—8x10 and 11x14 
inch sizes, mind you, not your 
strings of mere 35mm shots—dur- 
ing the two decades covered by the 
book) but their results still have 
interest, purpose and strong com- 
municative value, thanks to Miss 
Mayer’s painstaking and enthusias- 
tic efforts. 

Because these photographs (in- 
cidentally, Percy is still very much 
around, celebrated his 80th birth- 
day in August, still busy in his 
beloved craft, working on new 
photographic equipment ideas) 
were intensely aware of everything 
that was noteworthy in their time 
—we now have, through Miss May- 
er’s picture-packed pages, a var- 
iously illustrated image of how 
folks lived, what they and the city 





looked like at the turn of the cen- 
tury, 

The point about these pcitures 
and the Byron versatility that 
should help today’s photographers 
is that they were all-around work- 
ers. They would turn from one 
type of coverage to another, vastly 
different sort, and never bat an 
eyelash—even when they had to 
—_ candidly, which they often 


They were known chiefly as stage 
and ship photographers but their 
output included also—as the 200 
pictures in the book gloriously 
testify—press, news features, archi- 
tecture, interiors of homes, parties, 
parades, street scenes—you name 
it. Such variety and adaptability 
is sadly lacking among today’s 
photographers. 

In 1942, when the 98-year-old 
Byron firm, which over the decades 
had involved five generations of 
the family, closed up shop, Percy 
donated about 10,000 negatives 
and prints to the museum and 
eventually gave Miss Mayer the 
idea that led to the book. 

If you happen to be in New York 
City anytime until Jan. 4, you may 
see at first hand about 150 of the 
pictures in an exhibition at the 
museum. The address is 104th St. 
and Fifth Ave.

FEW items of market news.

It includes 
among other up-to-date details, a 
large rangefinder-viewfinder win- 
dow, full flash synchronization, 
etc., plus 45 mm f/2.8 lens and 
shutter speeds to 1/300th. 

The Unimark is the Automatic I 
and II, both models with built-in 
photo-electric exposure meter (line 
up two arrows to get the right ex- 
posure The difference is that 
the Model II, which is $79.95, has 
a bright life-size finder, while the 
Model I, which is $10 less, has a 
standard brilliant finder. Other- 
wise, the features are the same— 
50mm £f/2.8 lens, rapid advance 
lever, built-in self-timer, film take- 
up spool that winds tn reverse, etc.
